SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Tanya from the Rear is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine mostly contains explicit photographs of sexual activity, predominantly 
anal intercourse, between a man and a woman. Some of the photographs are in close 
focus and have the effect of dehumanising the participants. The manner of the text 
when combined with the magazine's photographs also demeans the female participant 
to some extent. However, neither of these elements are dominant aspects of the 
publication as a whole. The sexual activity appears to take place in a consensual 
manner with the participants appearing to enjoy themselves. 
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
